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A New Procedure 


In an effort to improve the char- 
acter and quality of the publications 
issued by the National Tuberculosis 
Association, Dr. Emerson, the Man- 
aging Director, has appointed a staff 
committee known as the Committee 
on Publications of the Staff of the 
National Tuberculosis Association. 
The membership of the Committee is 
as follows: Mr. Jacobs, Chairman, 
Dr. Kleinschmidt, Mr. Sharpe, Mr. 
Schaeffer, Mr. Newcomb, and Mrs. 
Stoltenkamp, Recording Secretary, 
and Dr. Emerson, ex officio. 


FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMITTEE 


The primary functions of the 
Committee may be discerned from 
the following summary-of a memoran- 
dum regarding printing procedure 
prepared by the committee on print- 
ing procedure and placed in the hands 
of all members of the administrative 
staff as a guide for their conduct. 

1. In accordance with the plan ap- 
proved jointly by the National Con- 
ference of Tuberculosis Secretaries 
and the Executive Committee of the 
National Tuberculosis Association a 
periodical canvass is to be made of 
the tuberculosis field to ascertain the 
needs for publications and_ printed 
matter.* These requests in turn will 
be sifted by the Advisory Committee 
on Health Education and then re- 
ferred to the Executive Office for 
consideration and execution where 
deemed necessary and advisable. The 
Staff Committee on Publications will 
cooperate with the Advisory Commit- 
tee of the National Conference of 
Tuberculosis Secretaries on Health 
Education in this regard. The adop- 
tion of this policy, however, does not 
mean that printing and publication 
projects may not be originated by 
members of the staff of the National 
Tuberculosis Association. 


* The first of a series of letters was sent to 
the state tuberculosis secretaries January 8. 


2. All plans for printing and pub- 
lishing of any kind, whether new or 
reprints, except routine or periodical 
work are to be submitted to the Staff 
Committee on Publications before ac- 
tive work is begun on the preparation 
of copy. This procedure will apply 
to Early Diagnosis Campaign and 
Seal Sale material and also to lengthy 
mimeographed documents. 

3. After a printing project has 
been approved by the Staff Commit- 
tee and copy has been prepared, the 
manuscript and illustrations are to be 
submitted to the Committee for ap- 
proval. 

4. The manuscript is then to be 
submitted at the direction of the 
Committee to one or more staff mem- 
bers for editing, layout and casting 
up, cover, paper, binding, press work 
procedure, etc. 

5. After the final layout with all 
specifications has been completed, the 
copy of the publication is then sub- 
mitted to the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Publications who may again 
bring it before the entire Committee 
or approve it for the Purchasing De- 
partment. The Purchasing Depart- 
ment will not do any work on any 
publications or printing job until it 
has received the approval of the Pub- 
lications Committee. 

The primary purposes of this pro- 
cedure as outlined by Dr. Emerson 
are: 

1. To save money for the Associa- 
tion by scrutinizing and screening out 
where necessary needless printing ex- 
penditures, and by simplifying pro- 
cedure for art work. typography. etc. 

2. To improve the quality of all 
printed matter issued by the Associa- 
tion.

College Hygiene 


A National Conference on College 
Hygiene will be held at Syracuse 
University, Syracuse, New York, 
May 5th to 9th, the week immedi- 
ately preceding the annual meeting 
of the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation in that city. This Conference 
sponsored by the Presidents’ Commit- 
tee of Fifty on College Hygiene, The 
American Student Health Associa- 
tion, and the National Health Coun- 
cil, aims to seek an agreement upon 
desirable minimum standards for col- 
leges and universities concerning 
Health Service, Health Teaching, and 
Interrelationship and Correlations of 
Student Physical Welfare Activities. 
Miscellaneous problems, concerned 
with Social Hygiene, Mental Hy- 
giene, Tuberculosis, Extra-Curricular 
Activities, and other related problems 
which may be presented tor consid- 
eration, will also be studied. 

Dr. Thomas A. Storey, Professor 
and Director of the School of Hy- 
giene and Physical Education for 
Men at Stanford University, whose 
report on the Status of Hygiene Pro- 
grams in Higher Institutions of 
Learning in the United States set 
forth the great need for a solution to 
the many health problems concerned 
with college life, will be Chairman 
of the Conference. Dr. O. W. H. 
Mitchell, Professor of Bacteriology. 
Hygiene and Sanitation at Syracuse 
University, is Associate-Chairman of 
the Conference.

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Christmas Seals in South 
Africa 


Christmas letters from South 
Africa last December for the first 
time carried their own Christmas 
seals. Mrs, Egil Christiansen was 
responsible for bringing this about. 

In 1923 Mrs. Christiansen on a 
visit to her home in Denmark had 
met Einar Holboell and became so 
fired with his enthusiasm that she de- 
cided to try her best to introduce the 
Christmas seal into South Africa. 
Not until last year was she successful 
in bringing about her desire. Per- 
mission to distribute the seals was se- 
cured from the Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs and they were put on the 
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First Christmas Seal in South Africa 


market November 15. The first seal 
is deep blue in color. It depicts a 
wintry scene featuring the guiding 
star of Bethlehem. Next year the 
same stamp will be used, but in the 
future the design will be changed 
each year as il is in other countries. 

The proceeds the first year were 
between two and three thousand dol- 
lars, In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that our own first seal 
sale conducted through the inspira- 
tion of Miss Emily P. Bissell brought 
in $3,000. This money was used to- 
ward establishing a new tuberculosis 
sanatorium in Delaware. So also will 
the proceeds from the seals in South 
Africa go toward the erection of a 
sanatorium for children with tuber- 
culosis. South Africa has no such 
institution. 

The Christmas seal sale in South 
Africa is under the patronage of the 
Governor-General and the Princess 
Alice, the Minister of Posts and Tel- 
egraphs, and an organizing committee 
of which Mrs. Christiansen was hon- 
orary treasurer and the Mayor of 
Durban, chairman. It consists of the 
mayors of the principal centers in 
South Africa as members.

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After-Care Program 


The Advisory Committee on After- 
Care will appreciate comments from 
the field on the following suggested 
After-Care Program for state and 
local associations. In this connection 
it will be of interest to know that a 
study is being made of the patients in 
Sea View Hospital in co-operation 
with the New York Tuberculosis As- 
sociation. All of the patients are be- 
ing questioned on their previous in- 
dustrial experience, the grades com- 
pleted in school, kind of work de- 
sired on leaving the sanatorium, and 
instruction wished while in the sana- 
torium. The study has covered sev- 
eral weeks and there will be approxi- 
mately 800 records when it is com- 
pleted. 


For a State ASSOCIATION 

A. Legislation 

1. Secure passage of amendment to 
State Sanitary Code making it 
mandatory upon sanatoria to report 
discharged cases to the State Board 
of Health within twenty-four hours. 
(See Ohio’s Code.) 

2. Secure passage of law which gives 
financial relief to families where 
the wage earner is in a sanatorium. 
(See New Jersey's Law.) 

3. Cooperate with those interested in 
securing or increasing Vocational 
Rehabilitation Legislation. 

4+. Secure provision for convalescent 
care of cases who do not need fur- 
ther expensive sanatorium care yet 
who cannot, with safety, return 
home. 

B. Interest the heads of the state sana- 
toria in an educational program. 

C. Secure the cooperation of the State 
Board of Education in the policy of 
providing teachers of academic and 
vocational education in state sanatoria. 

D. Work out with the State Superinten- 
dent of Vocational Rehabilitation ways 
and means of making the service of 
that Bureau more effective in the han- 
dling of the tuberculous. 

E. See to it that the problem of the 
After-Care of the Tuberculous is 
given consideration at the meetings of 
the State Conference of Social Work, 
State Conventions of Service Clubs 
and other organized state-wide groups. 

F. Stimulate local associations to under- 
take the following projects: 

1. See that discharged sanatorium 
cases receive adequate medical and 
nursing follow-up. 

2. Secure educational work for the 
patients in sanatoria. 

3. Send, where possible, vocational 
counsellors into sanatoria. 

4. Encourage the placing of medical 
social workers in sanatoria. 

5. Organize placement service to co- 
operate with the educational work- 
ers in the sanatoria, the social

New Research Laboratory 
The Presbyterian Sanatorium at 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, of which 
Rev. Hugh A. Cooper is the founder 
and superintendent, dedicated Janu- 
ary 9, the Maytag Research Labora- 
tory for Tuberculosis. This labora- 
tory was made possible through F. L. 
Maytag who provided $150,000 for 
the building and equipment with the 
provision that it be endowed to have 
an additional sum of $350,000. Not 
only has this sum been raised, but 
an endowment of the twenty guest 
rooms in the new building at $10,000 
each brings the fund to $650,000. 
That such a large amount of money 
is to be devoted exclusively to re- 
search in tuberculosis in one of the 
large health centers of the country, 
calls for rejoicing not only by those 
who deserve great credit for bringing 
it about, but by all those who are 
interested in medical research.

IN THE FieLp 


Doctor Charles Krumwiede, widely 
known through the tuberculosis 
world, died in New York on Decem- 
ber 29th after a lingering illness. 
Doctor Krumwiede has been asso- 
ciated with Dr. William H. Park 
since 1909 in the Research Labora- 
tories of the New York City Health 
Department and has made for him- 
self an enviable record in that De- 
partment. He has made a number of 
significant contributions to tubercu- 
losis research, particularly in connec- 
tion with immunity and infection and 
has also contributed to research in 
other causes of disease, notably in the 
recent epidemics of psittacosis. 

Nathan Straus, internationally 
known philanthropist and famous for 
the pasteurizing of milk for infants 
and children, died January 11 at the 
age of 82. Among his many philan- 
thropies was his contribution toward 
the first tuberculosis preventorium at 
Farmingdale, New Jersey, established 
in 1909. 

A recent visitor of interest to the 
office of the Michigan Tuberculosis 
Association was Dr. Ph. Copanaris, 
Health Commissioner of Greece, who 
is touring the eastern part of the 
United States by courtesy of the 
Rockefeller Fellowship Foundation to 
study American public health meth- 
ods. . 

Bernard §. Coleman, Executive 
Secretary of the Hudson County Tu- 
berculosis League, has been re-elected 
President of the Jersey City Health 
Council for the year 1931. 

Dr. Samuel O. Pruitt has suc- 
ceeded Dr. William P. Brown as 
medical secretary of the Pennsylvania 
Tuberculosis Society. Dr. Pruitt 
served as a medical officer with the 
United States Army in France for 
two years and was advanced to the 
rank of captain. He spent four years 
in China. More recently he has been 
connected with the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation and is a member of the Inter- 
national Health Board.

Williams—Hill Articles 

A most interesting series of articles 
written by Linsly R. Williams, 
M. D., and Alice M. Hill, A. B., 
based on a study of 1500 tuberculosis 
patients in sanatoria personally inter- 
viewed by physicians, is now ready in 
the form of reprints. The study was 
made three years ago to ascertain 
something of the extent to which such 
factors as delay by the patient in seek- 
ing advice, by the physician in making 
diagnosis, by the patient in deciding 
to accept treatment, delay for lack of 
a bed and insufficient training. in 
health habits are responsible for tardi- 
ness in Obtaining proper treatment 
for tuberculosis patients. The results 
have been written up and have ap- 
peared in a series of ten articles in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association (4), The New England 
Journal of Medicine (5), and the 
Public Health Nurse(1).

The Number of Physicians Con- 
sulted by Tuberculous Patients and the 
Reason for Changing from One to An- 
other —A surprisingly small number of 
patients consulted more than one physi- 
cian, and considerably more changes were 
made for the purpose of establishing the 
diagnosis before the patient learned he 
was tuberculous than afterwards. Pre- 
wentive Medicine as Applied to Tuber- 
culous Patients — Discusses the extent to 
which patients receive instructions in 
various preventive measures from their 
physicians.

Scholarships in Rome 


The Federazione’ Nazionale Ita- 
liana Fascista per la Lotta contro la 
Tuberculosi has placed at the dis- 
posal of the International Union 
Against Tuberculosis two annual 
scholarships of a value of 6,000 lira 
($300.00) each, plus board and lodg- 
ing for an eight months’ postgraduate 
course at the Benito Mussolini Insti- 
tute in Rome under the direction of 
Professor Eugenio Morelli. 

These scholarships will be awarded 
annually by the executive committee 
of the International Union Against 
Tuberculosis. Each application must 
be accompanied by a formal recom- 
mendation from the national asso- 
ciation of the country of which the 
applicant is a resident. Any person 
living in the United States who is in- 
terested in one of these scholarships 
is invited to correspond with the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association. 

The scholarships for 1931 wili 
probably have already been awarded 
before this BULLETIN goes to press, 
but applications can be considered at 
any time for 1932.
